1  DEFINITIONS 

1.1  Earth 

The  term  "earth"  shall  mean  all  forms  of  soil  including,  without  limitation, 
loan,  gravel,  sand,  clay,  hard-pan,  peat  or  rock. 

1.2  Loam 

The  term  "loam"  shall  mean  the  top  layer  of  soil  consisting  of  the  rich  and 
fertile  texture  having  the  same  color  throughout  its  depth. 

1.3  Removal 

The  term  "removal"  shall  mean  stripping,  digging,  excavating  or  blasting 
earth  from  one  lot  and  removing  or  carrying  it  away  from  said  lot. 

1.4  Lot 

The  term  "lot"  shall  mean  a  single  piece  or  parcel  of  land  lying  as  a  solid 
body,  under  single,  joint,  or  several  ownerships,  and  separated  from  contigu¬ 
ous  land  by  property  lines  or  streets  lines. 

1.5  Owner 

The  term  "owner"  shall  mean  the  owner  of  the  land  with  respect  to  which 
the  earth  is  sought  to  be  removed,  or  the  person  lawfully  standing  in  the 
stead  of  such  owner,  as  for  example,  a  lessee  or  tenant. 

1.6  Board 

The  term  "Board"  shall  mean  the  Board  of  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Mendon. 

2  SCOPE 

This  By-Law  shall  apply  to  all  earth  removal  activities  in  the  Town  of 
Mendon,  except  those  undertaken  on  public  land  and  except  as  otherwise 
limited  herein.  It  shall  apply  to  all  areas  regardless  of  zoning  district. 
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2. 1  Limitations 


Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Sections  3  and  1 1  herein,  no  earth 
*  shall  be  removed  from  any  lot  in  the  Town  of  Mendon  unless  a  Formal 
Permit  or  Informal  Permit  shall  have  first  been  obtained  by  the  owner 
from  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

*In  the  case  of  loam,  a  Special  Permit  must  be  obtained  from  the  Board 
as  defined  in  Section  11.1. 

2.2  Zoning  By-Law 

Nothing  in  this  By-Law,  however,  shall  be  deemed  to  amend,  repeal,  or 
supercede  the  Zoning  By-Law  as  now  in  force  or  later  amended.  Nothing 
herein  shall  derogate  from  the  intent  and  purposes  of  said  Zoning  By-Law. 

In  cases  of  dual  application,  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law  and  the  Zoning 
By-Law  must  both  be  met  and  satisfied. 

2.3  Sub-Division  Control  By-Law 

This  By-Law  shall  apply  to  all  earth  removal  activities  undertaken  in  the 
Town  of  Mendon,  including  the  removal  of  earth  from  all  parcels  of  land 
for  which  a  Definitive  Sub-Division  Plan  has  been  approved  by  the 
Planning  Board  under  the  Sub-Division  Control  By-Law. 

In  the  case  of  a  Definitive  Sub-Division,  complete  restoration  shall  be 
completed  prior  to  release  of  any  lots  affected  by  the  removal  operation 
from  the  covenant  and/or  bond  pertaining  to  the  subdivisions. 

3  EXEMPTIONS 

The  following  activities  are  exempted  from  the  provisions  of  this  By-Law: 

3.1  Public  Land 

Earth  removal  on  lands  in  public  use. 

3.2  Intra-lot  Activity 

Except  for  the  provisions  related  to  loam,  Section  1 1  and  the  removal 
of  lateral  support  in  Section  12,  any  movement  of  earth  within  a  lot  as 
herein  defined. 

3.3  Surplus  Earth 

Removal  of  surplus  *  earth  resulting  from  a  "bona  fide"  construction  project 
being  carried  on  pursuant  to  the  issuance  of  a  building  permit  after  presenta¬ 
tion  and  review  of  appropriate  plans  and  engineering  data  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 
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*  In  the  case  of  loam,  a  Special  Permit  must  be  obtained  from  the  Board  as 
defined  in  section  11.1 

3.4  Small  Quantities 

Any  earth  removal  involving  50  cubic  yards  or  less  in  total  in  a  12  month 
period  for  said  lot  as  herein  defined. 

4  APPLICATION  AND  GRANTING 

Application  for  an  earth  removal  permit  shall  be  made  to  the  Board.  A 
majority  vote  of  the  Board  shall  be  sufficient  to  grant  a  Formal  Permit, 
Informal  Permit,  or  Special  Permit. 

No  permit  for  the  removal  of  earth  material  shall  be  granted  hereunder  by 
the  Board  unless  the  Board  shall  find  that  operations  under  such  permit, 
subject  to  the  conditions  imposed  by  the  permit,  will  not  be  contrary  to 
the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of  Mendon.  For  this  purpose,  an  operation 
shall  be  considered  contrary  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of  Mendon 
which: 

1 . )  will  be  injurious,  dangerous  to  the  public  health  or  safety, 

constitute  a  nuisance,  or 

2. )  will  produce  noise,  dust,  or  other  effects,  observable  at  the 

the  lot  lines  in  amount  objectional  or  detrimental  to  the  normal 
use  of  the  adjacent  property,  or 

3. )  will  have  a  detrimental  effect  on  the  filtration  of  recharge  water. 

5  INFORMAL  PERMIT  APPLICATION  REQUIREMENTS 

5.1  Regulations  and  Application  Form 

An  applicant  shall  obtain  a  copy  of  this  By-Law  and  an  application  form 
from  the  office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  application  form  must  be 
completed  and  returned  with  the  assigned  fee  and  proof  of  ownership. 

5.2  Proof  of  Ownership 

An  applicant  shall  submit  adequate  evidence  of  his/her  ownership  (copy 
of  deed)  or  authority  to  seek  the  Informal  Permit. 

6  INFORMAL  PERMIT  GRANTING  AND  DENYING 

Applications  for  an  Informal  Permit  may  be  granted,  denied,  or  granted 
in  part  and  denied  in  part. 

6.1  On  Site  Inspection 
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The  Board  or  their  designee  must  inspect  said  lot  (parcel)  prior  to  granting 
the  Informal  Permit. 

6.2  Duration 

No  Informal  Permit  shall  be  issued  for  a  period  in  excess  of  12  months. 

The  duration  of  the  Informal  Permit,  including  the  beginning  and  terminat¬ 
ing  dates,  shall  be  set  forth  on  the  Informal  Permit. 

6.3  Fees 

Application  Fees  and  Permit  Fees  shall  be  set  by  the  Board.  The  application 
fee  hereunder  shall  be  set  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  shall  be  paid  at  the 
time  the  application  is  filed  with  the  Board.  In  the  event  said  application  is 
granted  by  the  Board,  an  Informal  Permit  fee,  in  an  amount  to  be  set  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant  upon  issuance  of  said 
permit. 

7  INFORMAL  PERMIT  CONDITIONS 

Permits  to  remove  earth  in  quantities  less  than  1000  cubic  yards,  but  in 
excess  of  the  exempted  amount  of  50  cubic  yards,  may  be  issued  informally 
by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Board. 

7.1  Surface  Drainage 

That  proper  surface  drainage  of  the  parcel  be  assured  during  and  after  the 
removal  of  earth. 

7.2  Water  Table 

No  earth  removal  operation  shall  be  permitted  to  interfere  with  ground  water 
flows.  Bottoms  of  any  excavation  to  be  designed  to  finish  *  four  feet  above 
ground  water  table.  Ground  water  to  be  determined  by  test  pits  dug  during 
the  spring  of  the  year.  Correction  factors  may  be  applied  to  tables  encountered 
due  to  dryness  of  season. 

*  This  condition  may  be  waived  by  the  Board,  if  the  excavation  is  for  the 
construction  of  a  fire  pond  retention  area,  upon  approval  of  the  Fire  Chief. 

7.3  Finished  Grades 

That  no  grades  resulting  from  such  earth  removal  exceed  a  slope  of  one  foot  of 
vertical  rise  to  three  feet  of  horizontal  distance  for  the  first  25  feet  from  all 
property  lines  and  have  adhered  to  the  preservation  of  the  required  minimum  10 
foot  buffer  strip. 

7.4  Hours  of  Operation 
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The  hours  of  operation,  including  machinery  starting  up  time,  shall  be  8:00 
A.M.  to  4:30  P.M.,  Monday  through  Friday  inclusive;  no  trucking  will  be 
permitted  on  Saturdays,  Sundays,  or  Legal  Holidays.  The  hours  of  operation 
must  be  identified  on  the  permit. 

7.5  Trucking  Regulations 

The  trucks  employed  by  the  permittee  shall  avoid  school  bus  routes  whenever 
possible,  shall  observe  posted  speed  limits,  and  shall  exercise  EXTREME 
CAUTION  at  all  times. 

The  permittee  shall  be  responsible  for  keeping  highways  clear  of  earth  spillage 
from  trucks  in  his/her  employ  on  all  roads  used  by  trucks  operating  under  this 
permit.  All  trucks  must  have  closed  tailgates  and  must  completely  cover  all 
earth  material  during  transportation  of  the  said  materials. 

The  Highway  Surveyor  and/or  the  Board  reserves  the  right  to  establish 
trucking  routes  that  must  be  used  during  the  operation.  These  trucking  routes 
must  be  identified  on  the  permit  if  established. 

7.6  Liability  Considerations 

A  gate  or  other  barricade  to  prevent  unauthorized  access  or  egress  to  motor 
vehicles  along  the  traveled  way  leading  from  the  public  road  to  the  site,  may 
be  required  by  the  Board. 

Legal  signs  posted  and  maintained  by  the  owner  with  the  words  "NO  TRES¬ 
PASSING  -  POLICE  TAKE  NOTICE",  may  be  required  by  the  Board. 

Construction  of  a  fence  may  be  necessary  and  is  authorized  to  protect  against 
nuisances  or  to  prevent  a  hazardous  situation. 

7.7  On  Site  Inspection 

The  Board  or  their  designee  have  the  right  to  inspect  said  lot  (parcel)  for  com¬ 
pliance  at  any  time. 

7.8  Assignability 

The  Informal  Permit  is  not  assignable. 

7.9  Restoration 

That  at  the  conclusion  of  the  earth  removal  operations,  or  of  any  substantial 
portion  thereof,  the  whole  area  where  removal  has  taken  place  be  covered  with 
not  less  than  eight  *  inches  of  top  soil  and  seeded  with  a  recognized  grass  seed 
of  good  quality,  except  where  ledge  rock  is  exposed,  and  that  all  large  stones 
and  boulders  which  protrude  above  the  finished  grade  are  to  be  removed  or 
buried. 
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*  In  cases  where  this  requirement  may  constitute  a  hardship,  the  Board  may 
reduce  this  amount  to  no  less  than  four  inches. 

7.10  Expiration  of  Informal  Permit 

At  the  expiration  of  the  Informal  Permit,  the  entire  area  covered  by  this  permit 
shall  be  restored  to  conform  to  the  Earth  Removal  By-Law.  This  condition 
may  be  waived  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  if,  prior  to  the  date  of  expiration  of 
this  permit,  application  has  been  made  and  a  new  permit  granted  for  the  area 
covered  by  this  permit.  No  future  expansion  permit  in  this  area  will  be  issued 
until  there  is  some  restoration  of  the  existing  area. 

8  FORMAL  PERMIT  APPLICATION  REQUIREMENTS 

8.1  Regulations  and  Application  Form 

An  applicant  shall  obtain  a  copy  of  this  By-Law  and  an  application  form  from 
the  office  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  The  application  form  must  be  completed 
and  returned  with  the  assigned  fee,  proof  of  ownership,  initial  plans,  and  final 
plans. 

8.2  Proof  of  Ownership 

An  applicant  shall  submit  adequate  evidence  of  his/her  ownership  or  authority 
to  seek  the  Formal  Permit. 

8.3  Initial  Plans 

An  applicant  shall  submit  four  copies  of  a  plan  showing  existing  and  proposed 
grades  of  the  lot,  at  a  contour  interval  of  two  feet  highlighting  the  area  from 
which  the  earth  is  to  be  removed.  One  copy  of  the  plan  shall  be  for  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  one  copy  shall  be  for  the  Planning  Board,  one  copy  for  the 
Conservation  Commission,  and  one  for  the  Town  Engineer. 

Applicant  shall  include  on  the  plan  the  area  and  method  to  be  used  for  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  rock,  tree  stumps,  and  any  other  waste  material  encountered. 

8.4  Final  Plans 

An  applicant  shall  submit  four  copies  of  a  plan  showing  the  grades  of  the  lot, 
at  the  conclusion  of  the  operation,  or  at  the  end  of  12  months,  whichever 
period  is  shorter.  One  copy  of  the  plan  shall  be  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
one  copy  shall  be  for  the  Planning  Board,  one  copy  for  the  Conservation 
Commission,  and  one  for  the  Town  Engineer. 

The  plan  showing  the  grades  at  the  conclusion  of  the  operation  shall  show  no 
grades  in  excess  of  one  foot  of  vertical  rise  in  three  feet  of  horizontal  distance. 
A  buffer  of  a  minimum  of  10  feet  in  width  shall  be  preserved  along  all 
abutting  property  lines. 
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9  FORMAL  PERMIT  GRANTING  AND  DENYING 


Applications  for  a  Formal  Permit  may  be  granted,  denied,  or  granted  in  part 
and  denied  in  part. 

9.1  Announcement 

Before  issuing  a  Formal  Permit,  the  Board  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  after 
giving  at  least  a  seven  day  notice  by  public  announcement  and  by  written 
notice  to  all  abutters,  to  the  Planning  Board,  and  to  the  Conservation 
Commission. 

9.2  On  Site  Inspection. 

The  Board  or  their  designee  must  inspect  said  lot  (parcel)  prior  to  granting 
the  Formal  Permit. 

9.3  Bank  Deposit  Book 

Before  issuing  a  Formal  Permit,  the  applicant  must  present  a  Bank  Deposit 
Book  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of  Mendon  in  an  amount  determined  by 
the  Board  as  sufficient  to  guarantee  conformity  with  the  provisions  of 
conditions  of  the  permit,  the  amount  of  the  deposit  to  be  not  less  than 
$150.00  per  1000  square  feet  of  area  of  land  from  which  the  earth  is  to  be 
removed. 

The  Bank  Deposit  Book  must  be  made  out  to  the  Town  of  Mendon  and  the 
Town  Treasurer  ONLY.  It  will  be  held  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Town  of 
Mendon  in  the  Town  safe,  until  all  restoration  requirements  defined  within 
this  By-Law  have  been  completed. 

Upon  expiration  of  the  Formal  Permit,  the  Town  of  Mendon  reserves  the 
right  to  utilize  this  money  to  complete  any  of  the  restoration  requirements 
defined  within  this  By-Law. 

9.4  Duration 

No  Formal  Permit  shall  be  issued  for  a  period  in  excess  of  12  months.  The 
duration  of  the  Formal  Permit,  including  the  beginning  and  terminating  dates, 
shall  be  set  forth  on  the  Formal  Permit. 

9.5  Fees 

Applicant  Fees  and  Permit  Fees  shall  be  set  by  the  Board.  The  application 
fee  hereunder  shall  be  set  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  shall  be  paid  at  the 
time  the  application  is  filed  with  the  Board.  In  the  event  said  application  is 
granted  by  the  Board,  a  Formal  Permit  fee,  in  an  amount  to  be  set  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  shall  be  paid  by  the  applicant  upon  issuance  of  said 
permit.

10  FORMAL  PERMIT  CONDITIONS 


10.1  S  urface  Drainage 

That  proper  and  reasonable  surface  drainage  of  the  land  affected  by  earth 
removal  operations  be  assured  during  and  after  the  removal  operations. 

10.2  Water  Table 

No  earth  removal  operation  shall  be  permitted  to  interfere  with  ground 
water  flows.  Bottoms  of  any  excavation  to  be  designed  to  finish  *  four  feet 
above  ground  water  table.  Ground  water  to  be  determined  by  test  pits  dug 
during  the  spring  of  the  year.  Correction  factors  may  be  applied  to  tables 
encountered  due  to  dryness  of  season. 

*  This  item  can  be  waived  by  the  Board  if  the  excavation  is  for  a  fire  pond 
retention  area,  upon  approval  of  the  Fire  Chief. 

10.3  Finished  Grades

That  the  permittee  shall  set  suitable  monuments  or  markers  bounding  the 
parcel  and  the  a^a  of  proposed  earth  removal  is  to  be  marked  in  a  manner 
acceptable  to  the  Board. 

10.5  Hours  of  Operation 

The  hours  of  operation,  including  machinery  starting  up  time,  shall  be  8:00 
A.M.  to  4:30  P.M.,  Monday  through  Friday  inclusive;  no  trucking  will  be 
permitted  on  Saturdays,  Sundays,  or  Legal  Holidays.  The  hours  of  operation 
must  be  identified  on  the  permit. 

10.6  Trucking  Regulations

10.11  Expiration  of  Formal  Permit

may  be  waived  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  if,  prior  to  the  date  of  expiration 
of  this  permit,  application  has  been  made  and  a  new  permit  granted  for  the 
area  covered  by  this  permit.  No  future  expansion  permit  in  this  area  will  be 
issued  until  there  is  some  restoration  of  the  existing  area. 

11  LOAM  REMOVAL 

In  no  event  may  any  loam  be  stripped  and  removed  from  any  land  (lot  as  here- 
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in  defined)  in  the  Town  of  Mendon  without  a  Special  Permit. 

11.1  Special  Permit  Provisions 

The  Board  may  issue  a  Special  Permit  to  allow  loam  to  be  removed  from  a  lot 
on  which  a  building  permit  has  been  issued,  pursuant  to  the  exception  pro¬ 
vided  in  Section  3.3  (surplus  earth),  or 

The  Board  may  issue  a  Special  Permit  to  allow  loam  to  be  removed  from  a 
site  on  which  an  Earth  Removal  Permit  is  outstanding  to  another  site,  upon 
certification  by  a  registered  professional  engineer  that  the  amount  of  loam  re¬ 
maining  on  the  site  from  which  the  loam  is  to  be  removed  will  be  in  excess 
of  the  12  inches. 

12  LATERAL  SUPPORT 

There  shall  be  no  removals  of  earth  or  earth  movements  of  any  kind,  whether 
from  one  lot  (parcel)  to  another,  or  whether  conducted  entirely  within  a  single 
lot  (parcel),  the  result  of  which  is  to  remove  lateral  support  from  adjoining 
land.  A  one-to-three  grade  or  slope  is  to  be  preserved  for  a  distance  of  25  feet 
in  from  all  lot  lines  or  street  lines,  and  a  natural  buffer  of  at  least  ten  feet  is  to 
be  preserved  along  all  property  lines;  provided,  however,  that  lateral  support 
may  be  reduced  to  an  extent  greater  than  herein  provided  if  written  consent  is 
obtained  in  advance  from  the  owner  of  an  adjoining  lot  (parcel)  or  from  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  in  the  case  of  adjoining  public  ways,  and  if  evidence  of 
such  written  consent  is  filed  with  the  Board  prior  to  commencement  of  the 
work. 

In  all  cases  of  adjoining  lands  under  public  ownership  or  control,  written  per¬ 
mission  from  the  Board  or  Selectmen  will  suffice,  notwithstanding  what 
political  sub-division  owns  or  controls  said  adjoining  land. 

13  GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

13.1  Effective  Date 

This  By-Law  shall  take  effect  upon  its  approval  of  the  Attorney  General  and 
its  publication  and  postings  as  required  by  Chapter  40,  Section  32  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Laws. 

This  By-Law  shall  take  effect  on  the  effective  date  hereof  as  defined  in  this 
section  provided,  however,  that  any  continuous  earth  removal  activities  in 
actual  working  operation  on  the  effective  date  hereof  may  continue  unaffected 
by  this  By-Law  until  their  assigned  expiration  date.  Permits,  with  respect 
to  the  latter,  will  be  required  after  May  6, 1988. 

13.2  Repeal 

As  of  the  effective  date  of  this  By-Law,  Chapter  XI,  Section  1.  of  the  By- 
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Laws  of  the  Town  of  Mendon  relative  to  earth  removal,  shall  be  and  hereby 
is  repealed. 

13.3  Separability  of  Provisions 

The  provisions  of  this  By-Law  are  hereby  declared  to  be  severable;  and  if  any 
such  provision  or  the  application  of  such  provision  to  any  person  or  circum¬ 
stances  shall  be  held  invalid  or  unconstitutional,  such  invalidity  or  unconsti¬ 
tutionality  of  any  of  the  remaining  provisions  or  the  application  of  such  pro¬ 
visions  to  persons  or  circumstances  other  than  those  as  to  which  it  is  held 
invalid.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  legislative  intent  of  this  By-Law  that 
said  remaining  sections  would  have  been  adopted  had  such  invalid  or  unconsti¬ 
tutional  provisions  not  been  included. 

13.4  Enforcement 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  or  their  designee  shall  be  responsible  for  the  adminis¬ 
tration  and  enforcement  of  this  By-Law. 

13.5  Violations 

The  penalty  for  violating  any  provision  of  this  By-Law  shall  be  based  on  the 
size  of  the  truck  and  the  amount  of  truckloads  involved. 

1 . )  First  Offense, 

10  wheels  or  less  -  fifty  dollars  ($50.00)  per  truckload. 

More  than  10  wheels  -  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  per  truckload. 

2. )  Second  offense, 

10  wheels  or  less  -  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.00)  per  truckload. 

More  than  10  wheels  -  one  hundred-fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  per  truckload. 

3 . )  For  each  subsequent  offense, 

10  wheels  or  less  -  one  hundred-fifty  dollars  ($150.00)  per  truckload. 

More  than  10  wheels  -  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00)  per  truckload. 

13.6  Revocation 

In  the  event  any  of  the  conditions  of  the  permit  are  not  faithfully  observed 
and  performed,  then  the  Selectmen  shall  have  the  option  to  revoke  this 
permit  at  any  time. 

Majority  Voice  Vote 


Article  16  Voted  to  amend  the  town  bylaws  by  adding  Chapter  XI, 
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Section  1  as  follows: 


Any  party  filing  a  notice  of  intent  application  pursuant  to  the 
Wetlands  Act  for  approval  by  the  Conservation  Commission 
of  the  Town  of  Mendon,  shall  pay  the  fee  and  approved  ex¬ 
penses  for  consultant  services  deemed  necessary  by  the  Com¬ 
mission  for  the  independent  and  objective  review  of  the  appli¬ 
cation.  The  consultant  services  which  may  be  necessary  for 
the  review  of  the  application  include:  expert  review  and  de¬ 
termination  of  wetland  borders  through  identification  of 
plants  and  soils;  expert  identification  of  potentially  affected 
wildlife;  expert  interpretation  and  analysis  of  technical  draw¬ 
ings  and  specifications;  civil  engineering  and  hydrology  studies 
and  opinions;  and  legal  services.  Within  ten  working  days  after 
the  closing  of  the  hearing  on  the  application,  the  Commission 
shall  notify  the  applicant  in  writing  as  to  the  amount,  if  any, 
of  the  said  consultant  fees  and  expenses.  No  order  and  condi¬ 
tions  shall  be  issued  until  a  check  for  such  services  payable  as 
directed  by  the  Commission  has  been  received.  Further,  any 
additional  consultant  services  required  by  the  Commission 
prior  to  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  compliance  shall  be 
paid  by  the  applicant  in  like  manner. 

Unanimous  Voice  Vote 

Article  17  Voted  to  amend  the  town  bylaws  by  adding  Chapter  15, 
entitled  Land  Bank  Acquisition  as  follows: 

Section  1  -  The  Town  recognizes  a  responsibility  to  protect 
and  acquire  sufficient  land  for  the  common  interest  and  welfare 
of  its  citizens.  This  responsibility  includes  protection  of  en¬ 
vironmentally  sensitive  land;  preservation  of  historic  sites; 
provision  of  land  for  future  anticipated  community  needs  such 
as  municipal  buildings,  schools  and  recreation;  assurance  of 
affordable  housing  availability;  and  preservation  of  selected 
parcels  for  open  space.  The  fulfillment  of  these  responsi¬ 
bilities  requires  the  acquisition  of  land  in  a  variety  of  forms, 
locations  and  degrees  of  ownership. 

Section  1.1  -  This  bylaw  is  intended  to  ensure  that: 

1 .  A  method  of  decision  making  is  established  to  pro¬ 
vide  a  framework  for  planning  and  implementing 
land  acquisition  programs; 

2.  Each  Town  board  and  department  is  encouraged  to 
take  an  active  role  in  determining  the  long-range 
quality  of  life  in  the  Town  of  Mendon;

3 .  Awareness  is  promoted  of  the  objectives  of  the 
Town's  Open  Space  and  Recreation  Plan  and  other 
Town  and  Regional  School  District  short-term  and 
long-term  growth  plans; 

4 .  A  fund  called  the  Land  Bank  is  established  to  ensure 
the  availability  of  money  for  land  resources  for  future 
Town  and  Regional  School  District  use; 

5 .  Methods  of  funding  the  Land  Bank  are  established  that 
have  minimal  fiscal  impact  on  property  owners;  and 

6.  Alternative  methods  are  implemented  to  obtain  public 
control  over  land  resources  without  actual  outright 
purchase  of  land. 

Section  2  -  A  five-member  Land  Acquisition  Committee  shall 
be  formed  to  develop  a  Land  Acquisition  Program. 

Section  2.1  -  The  Land  Acquisition  Committee  shall  consist 
of  one  representative  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one  from 
the  Planning  Board,  and  one  from  the  Conservation  Commis¬ 
sion,  plus  two  others  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
from  a  list  of  names  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  by 
the  Planning  Board  and  Conservation  Commission.  The  repre¬ 
sentative  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  chair  the  Land 
Acquisition  Committee. 

Section  2.1.1  -  Land  Acquisition  Committee  members  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  three  years.  If  the  elected  terms  of  the 
designated  members  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Planning 
Board  and  the  appointed  term  of  the  designated  member  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  expire  during  this  three  year  term, 
and  if  those  respective  members  are  not  re-elected  or  re¬ 
appointed,  their  terms  on  the  Land  Acquisition  Committee 
shall  also  expire. 

Section  2.2  -  Each  year,  the  Land  Acquisition  Committee 
shall  develop  a  five-year  Land  Acquisition  Program,  based  on 
detailed  submittals  from  all  Town  Boards  and  departments, 
including  the  Regional  School  District  Committee,  seeking  to 
acquire  land  in  Mendon.  The  Land  Acquisition  Committee 
also  shall  accept  submittals,  from  the  general  public. 

Section  2.3  -  The  submittals  shall  be  presented  in  a  form  to 
be  determined  by  the  Land  Acquisition  Committee.  These 
submissions  shall  include  the  intended  year  of  acquisition, 
the  importance  of  the  land  to  the  Town  or  Regional  School 
District,  and  the  projected  cost  of  acquisition. 
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Section  2.4  -  The  Land  Acquisition  Committee  shall  evaluate 
each  submission  and  rank  it,  based  on  how  well  the  purchase 
of  a  parcel  will  meet  the  goals  and  objectives  of  this  policy; 
on  its  cost-effectiveness;  on  its  importance  to  the  overall  needs 
of  the  Town  or  Regional  School  District;  and  on  other  criteria 
including:  the  size  of  the  parcel;  buildability,  including  perc 
test  results  and  proximity  to  wetlands  and  floodplains;  zoning; 
frontage,  including  public  accessibility;  unique  natural, 
cultural  or  historical  features;  contiguity  to  other  Town-owned 
or  Regional  School  District-owned  land;  land  along  lakes; 
ponds,  rivers  and  streams;  land  over  an  aquifer;  agricultural 
land;  scenic  views;  recreation  land;  distance  from  the  center  of 
town;  open  space,  including  woodlands,  meadows  and 
wetlands;  contiguity  to  other  open  space  parcels;  total  cost  and 
cost  per  acre;  and  proposed  primary  use  and  secondary  uses. 

Section  2.5  -  The  proposed  five-year  Land  Acquisition 
Program  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the 
Finance  Committee  for  review  each  year  prior  to  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting.  Copies  also  shall  be  made  available  to  other 
Town  Boards  and  departments,  as  well  as  to  the  general  public. 
The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  designate  a  time  period  during 
which  comments  on  the  Land  Acquisition  Program  will  be 
welcomed,  and  shall  hold  a  public  hearing  at  least  once  each 
year  prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  review  the  proposed 
Land  Acquisition  Program. 

Section  2.6  -  Following  this  public  hearing,  the  proposed 
Land  Acquisition  Program  shall  be  presented  to  voters  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  for  approval  by  a  majority  vote.  Once 
the  Land  Acquisition  Program  is  approved,  the  Land  Acquisi¬ 
tion  Committee  shall  be  empowered  to  act  by  majority  vote  as 
the  Town's  agent  to  acquire  land  as  outlined  in  the  Land 
Acquisition  Program,  or  to  expend  funds  for  appraisal, 
engineering,  planning  and  legal  services  in  connection  with 
accomplishing  the  goals  of  the  Land  Acquisition  Program.  No 
funds  may  be  spent  by  the  Land  Acquisition  Committee  with¬ 
out  prior  approval  by  the  majority  of  voters  at  an  Annual 
Town  Meeting  or  Special  Town  Meeting. 

Section  3  -  Funding  to  carry  out  the  Land  Acquisition  Program 
may  be  drawn  from  a  variety  of  revenue  sources.  These 
include  property  taxes,  private  gifts,  state  grants  and  grants 
from  utilities. 

Section  3.1  -  A  stabilization-type  fund  called  the  Land  Bank 
shall  be  established  to  fund  the  Land  Acquisition  Program. 
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Each  year,  at  Annual  Town  Meeting  or  Special  Town 
Meeting,  an  amount  or  amounts  of  money,  shall  be  appro¬ 
priated  by  a  majority  vote  to  this  account.  Private  gifts  of 
money  and  grants  shall  also  be  accepted,  by  a  majority  of 
voters  at  an  Annual  Town  Meeting  or  Special  Town  Meeting, 
for  deposit  into  the  Land  Bank.  Any  income  earned  on  the 
balance  of  the  Land  Bank  fund  shall  be  credited  to  the  Land 
Bank. 

Section  3.2  -  Proposed  funding  levels  for  the  Land  Bank, 
including  debt  service  on  any  approved  borrowing,  to  be 
raised  through  property  taxes  shall  be  established  each  year 
prior  to  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  by  a  committee  consist¬ 
ing  of  one  representative  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  one 
from  the  Finance  Committee,  and  one  from  the  Conserva¬ 
tion  Commission.  These  representatives  shall  be  designated 
by  their  respective  board,  committee,  and  commission  to  meet 
to  determine  an  amount  or  amounts  of  money  to  be  appropri¬ 
ated  from  property  taxes  to  accomplish  the  objectives  of  the 
Land  Acquisition  Program. 

Section  3.3  -  The  annual  funding  level  recommended  to  be 
raised  through  property  taxes  shall  be  based  on  the  Land 
Acquisition  Program's  projected  needs,  other  expenditure 
requirements  of  the  Town  and  available  revenues.  Revenues 
from  the  sale  of  so-called  tax  title  land  or  from  the  sale  of 
other  Town-owned  land  shall  be  transferable  to  the  Land  Bank 
with  approval  of  a  majority  of  voters  at  an  Annual  Town 
Meeting  or  Special  Town  Meeting. 

Section  3.4  -  The  Town  Treasurer  shall  annually  include  in 
the  Town  Report  a  report  on  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  Land  Bank. 

Section  4  -  The  Land  Acquisition  Committee  shall  consider 
alternatives  to  outright  purchase  of  land  in  carrying  out  the 
objectives  of  the  Land  Acquisition  Program.  These  alterna¬ 
tives  include  varying  degrees  of  ownership  of  land,  such  as 
easements,  development  rights,  leases  and  options,  and 
varying  methods  of  acquisition,  such  as  purchase  through 
voluntary  transaction,  dedication,  donation,  tax  foreclosures, 
purchase/leaseback,  purchase/saleback,  lease/purchase,  and  land 
use  agreements.

Article  18  Voted  to  adopt  the  following  Town  By-law  establishing  a  local 
Scenic  Roads  Act,  under  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  15C. 
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Scenic  Roads 


Section  1  -  Purpose  The  Scenic  Roads  Act,  M.G.L.,  Chapter 
15C  allows  town  meeting  to  designate  scenic  roads.  The  effect 
of  designation  as  a  scenic  road  is  that  Planning  Board  approval 
is  required  before  trees  can  be  removed,  or  stone  walls  can  be 
tom  down  or  destroyed,  if  this  is  in  connection  with  repair, 
maintenance,  reconstruction  or  paving  of  a  scenic  road.  Scenic 
road  designation  does  not  require  Planning  Board  approval  for 
trimming  or  other  cutting  of  trees,  or  destruction  of  stone 
walls,  unless  related  to  roadway  work.  It  also  does  not  require 
Planning  Board  approval  for  roadway  work  which  does  not 
affect  trees  or  stone  walls. 

These  regulations  are  intended  to  ensure  that: 

1 . )  ways  will  be  recommended  for  designation  as  scenic 

roads  according  to  stated  criteria;  and 

2. )  trees  and  stone  walls  in  the  rights-of-way  of  scenic 

roads  will  not  be  destroyed  without  following  proper 
procedures. 

Section  2  -  Definitions  -  The  following  terms  used  in  the 
Scenic  Roads  Act,  M.G.L.,  Chapter  40,  Section  15C,  shall 
be  defined  as  follows  for  purposes  of  applying  that  statute  in 
the  Town  of  Mendon. 

Section  2.1  -  "Cutting  or  Removal  of  Trees"  -  "Cutting  or 
removal  of  trees"  shall  mean  the  removal  of  one  or  more 
trees,  cutting  of  major  branches  or  cutting  of  roots. 

Section  2.2  -  "Repair.  Maintenance.  Reconstruction,  or 

Paving  Work"  -  "repair,  maintenance,  reconstruction,  or 
paving  work"  shall  mean  any  work  done  within  the  right- 
of-way  of  a  scenic  road  by  any  person  or  agency,  public  or 
private.  Construction  of  new  driveways,  bicycle  paths  or 
roadside  paths,  or  alteration  of  existing  ones,  is  also  included, 
insofar  as  the  work  takes  place  within  the  right-of-way.  Con¬ 
struction  or  alteration  of  water,  sewer,  electric,  telephone, 
cable  T.V.  or  other  utilities  within  the  right-of-way  is  also 
included. 

Section  2.3  -  "Road"  -  "Road"  shall  mean  the  right-of-way  of 
any  used  and  maintained  road  as  a  public  way,  not  just  the 
paved  surface.  When  the  boundary  of  a  scenic  road  is  in  issue 
so  that  a  dispute  arises  as  to  whether  or  not  certain  trees  or 
stone  walls  or  portions  thereof  are  within  the  scenic  road,  the 
trees  or  stone  walls  shall  be  presumed  to  be  within  the  way 
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until  the  contrary  is  shown.  Trees  and  stone  walls  located  on 
the  boundary  line  of  a  scenic  road  shall  be  covered  by  this  by¬ 
law. 

Section  2.4  -  "Tearing  Down  or  Destruction  of  Stone  Walls" 

"Tearing  down  or  destruction  of  stone  walls"  shall  mean  the 
removal  of  more  than  two  (2)  linear  feet  of  stone  wall  in¬ 
volving  more  than  one  cubic  foot  of  wall  material  per  linear 
foot  above  existing  grade.  Temporary  removal  and  replace¬ 
ment  at  the  same  location  with  the  same  materials  is  per¬ 
mitted  without  Planning  Board  approval  if  the  Town  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Public  Works  is  notified  before  the  work  begins  so 
that  it  can  confirm  that  the  wall  is  properly  replaced.  Repair 
of  a  stonewall,  not  involving  tearing  down  or  destruction  of 
the  wall  is  not  covered  in  this  by-law. 

Section  2.5  -  "Trees"  -  "Trees"  shall  mean  a  tree  whose  trunk 
has  a  diameter  of  four  inches  or  more  as  measured  one  foot 
above  the  ground. 

Section  3  -  Criteria  for  Designation  as  a  Scenic  Road  -  The 
Planning  Board,  Conservation  Commission,  or  Historical 
Commission  shall,  in  determining  which  roads  or  portions 
of  roads  should  be  recommended  for  designation  as  scenic 
roads,  consider  the  following  criteria: 

1 .  overall  scenic  beauty; 

2.  contribution  of  trees  to  scenic  beauty; 

3.  contribution  of  stone  walls  to  scenic  beauty; 

4 .  age  and  historic  significance  of  roads,  trees  and  stone 
walls. 

Section  4  -  Notification  of  Designation  as  Scenic  Road  - 
Upon  the  designation  by  Town  Meeting  of  any  road  or  portion 
as  a  scenic  road,  the  Planning  Board  shall  take  the  following 
steps  within  30  days  of  such  designation: 

1 .  notify  all  municipal  departments  that  they  may  take  any 
action  with  respect  to  such  road; 

2.  notify  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works; 

3 .  notify  the  Commissioners  of  Worcester  County; 

4 .  indicate  such  designation  on  maps  currently  in  use  by 
municipal  departments,  as  appropriate;  and 
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5.  notify  all  utility  companies  or  other  parties  which  may  be 
working  in  or  around  such  road. 

Section  5  -  Procedures 

Section  5.1  -  Filing  -  Any  person,  organization,  state  or  muni¬ 
cipal  agency  seeking  the  written  consent  of  the  Planning 
Board,  regarding  the  cutting  or  removal  of  trees  or  the  tearing 
down  or  the  destruction  of  stone  walls  within  the  right-of-way 
of  a  scenic  road  shall  file  a  request  with  the  Planning  Board, 
together  with  the  following: 

1 .  the  text  of  a  legal  notice  identifying  the  location  of  a  pro¬ 
posed  action  in  terms  enabling  readers  to  locate  it  with 
reasonable  specificity  on  the  ground  without  need  for  addi¬ 
tional  plats  or  references,  and  describing  in  reasonable 
detail  the  proposed  changes  to  trees  and  stone  walls; 

2.  a  statement  of  the  purpose,  or  purposes,  for  the  proposed 
action; 

3 .  a  statement  of  the  feasible  alternatives  to  the  proposed 
action,  together  with  an  indication  of  the  advantages  and 
disadvantages  of  each  alternative; 

4.  a  list  of  the  assessed  owners  of  properties  located  in  whole 
or  in  part  within  200  feet  of  the  proposed  action; 

5 .  except  in  the  case  of  town  agencies,  a  deposit  sufficient  to 
cover  the  cost  of  advertising  and  notification;  and 

6.  any  further  explanatory  material  useful  to  adequately 
inform  the  Planning  Board. 

Section  5.2  -  Notice  -  The  Planning  Board  shall,  as  required 
by  statute,  give  notice  of  its  public  hearing  by  advertising 
twice  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in  the  area.  This 
notice  shall  contain  a  statement  as  to  the  time,  date,  place, 
and  purpose  of  the  hearing  with  a  reasonable  description  of  the 
action  proposed  by  the  applicant.  Copies  of  this  notice  shall 
also  be  sent  to  the  selectmen,  the  Conservation  Commission, 
the  Historical  Commission,  the  municipal  engineer,  the  tree 
warden,  the  State  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  the 
assessed  owners  of  property  within  200  feet  of  the  proposed 
action. 

Section  5.3  -  Timing  of  Notice  -  The  first  publication  of  the 
notice  shall  be  as  soon  as  feasible  after  the  Planning  Board  re- 
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ceives  the  request  from  the  applicant,  and  shall  in  all  cases  be 
at  least  14  days  before  the  hearing.  The  last  publication  shall 
occur,  as  required  by  statute,  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  the 
hearing. 

Section  5.4  -  Timing  of  Hearing  -  The  Planning  Board  shall 
hold  a  public  hearing  within  30  days  after  the  Planning  Board 
meeting  at  which  a  properly  filed  request  is  received.  The  date 
and  time  of  the  public  hearing  shall  be  set  outside  of  normal 
weekday  work  hours  (8:00  A.M.  -  5:00  P.M.,  Monday  - 
Friday)  so  as  to  encourage  maximum  citizen  participation. 

Section  5.5  -  Timing  of  Decision  -  The  Planning  Board  shall 
make  a  decision  on  the  request  within  21  days  after  the  public 
hearing.  If  the  Planning  Board  fails  to  mail  or  deliver  to  the 
applicant  a  copy  of  its  decision  within  this  time  period  the 
requested  approval  shall  be  deemed  granted. 

Section  5.6  -  Public  Shade  Tree  Act  -  Whenever  both  the 
Scenic  Road  Act  and  the  Public  Shade  Tree  Act  (M.G.L.  Ch. 

87)  apply,  notice  shall  be  given  and  the  Planning  Board  hear¬ 
ing  shall  be  held  in  conjunction  with  the  hearing  held  by  the 
tree  warden  acting  under  the  Public  Shade  Tree  Act.  The 
consent  of  the  Planning  Board  to  a  proposed  action  shall  not 
be  regarded  as  implying  consent  by  the  tree  warden,  or  vice 
versa.  The  Planning  Board  decision  shall  contain  a  condition 
that  no  work  may  be  done  until  all  applicable  provisions  of 
M.G.L.  Ch.  87  have  been  complied  with. 

Section  5.7  -  Approval  of  Curb  Cuts  bv  Selectmen  -  The 
consent  of  the  Planning  Board  to  work  involving  a  proposed 
curb  cut  shall  not  be  regarded  as  implying  consent  by  the 
Selectmen  to  such  curb  cut,  or  vice  versa. 

Section  5.8  -  Emergency  Work  -  In  the  event  that  the  Selectmen 
determine  that  emergency  conditions  require  that  work  other¬ 
wise  requiring  Planning  Board  approval  must  proceed  before 
such  approval  can  be  obtained  the  Selectmen  may  authorize 
the  work  to  proceed  before  Planning  Board  approval  is  obtained 
to  the  extent  which  the  Selectmen  deem  necessary  to  protect 
public  health  and  safety. 

Section  6  -  Considerations  -  The  Planning- Board's  decision  on 
any  proposed  action  involving  the  cutting  or  removal  of  trees 
or  the  tearing  down  or  destruction  of  stone  walls  within  the 
right  of  way  of  a  scenic  road  shall  be  based  on  consideration  of 
the  following: 

1 .  preservation  of  natural  resources; 
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2.  environmental  values; 

3.  historical  values; 

4 .  scenic  and  aesthetic  characteristics; 

5.  public  safety; 

6.  compensatory  actions  proposed,  such  as  replacement  of 
trees  or  walls; 

7.  existence  or  absence  of  reasonable  alternatives  (including 
a  no-build  alternative); 

8.  consistency  with  articulated  town  policies;  and 

9 .  other  sound  planning  considerations. 

Section  7  -  General  -  The  Planning  Board  may  adopt  more 
detailed  regulations  for  carrying  out  provisions  hereunder.

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Traske  Road  terminating  at  Hopedale  Street  to  the  end  of  the 
public  right  of  way.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


The  Board  of  Health  experienced  a  complex  year  of  growth  and  change.  The 
year  commenced  with  the  loss  of  our  full  time  Health  Agent,  Joyce  Gilmore.  The 
Board  responded  to  the  need  to  meet  its  obligations  for  permit  evaluation  and  in¬ 
spections  by  contracting  an  engineering  firm  which  serves  as  the  Agent  for  the 
Board.  To  facilitate  a  smooth  transition,  the  Board  adopted  a  revised  set  of  regula¬ 
tions  to  provide  consistency  and  guidance  to  the  newly  hired  firm  regarding  the 
specific  conditions  for  permits. 

The  Board  has  enjoyed  the  addition  of  a  clerk  (shared  with  the  Building  Depart¬ 
ment)  to  assist  in  the  daily  processing  of  information  and  scheduling.  The  Board 
negotiated  and  commenced  a  three  year  contract  for  the  collection  of  Town  refuse 
which  is  carried,  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  a  20  year  agreement  with  the 
Wheelabrator  Corporation,  to  the  Millbury  Trash-to-Energy  Plant  as  its  major  point 
of  disposal  for  Town  refuse. 

The  year  saw  growth  in  terms  of  the  number  of  septic  systems  permitted  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  Title  5  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code.  A  total  of  88  septic  permits  were 
issued  in  Fiscal  Year  1988. 

The  Board  conducted  a  rabies  clinic,  and  helped  sponsor  a  day  for  disposal  of 
household  hazardous  wastes  in  conjunction  with  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu¬ 
setts  and  several  surrounding  towns. 

The  next  fiscal  year  is  expected  to  be  one  of  continued  growth  as  the  Board  will 
be  adopting  well  regulations  and  considering  the  feasibility  and  mechanism  for 
establishing  a  trash  recycling  program.

Hartford  Avenue  West  project  (complete  road  reconstruction)  was  started  in  the 
spring  of  1988  by  Amorello  and  Sons,  Inc.  Approximately  1.5  miles  of  Mendon 
road  will  be  completed  in  the  summer  of  1989.  Total  State  and  Federal  funds  for  the 
complete  project  to  West  River  Dam  in  Uxbridge  (2.284  miles)  is  $2,716,356.45. 
Town  of  Mendon  cost  is  $29,357.50  for  land  taking  costs. 

Hartford  Avenue  East  bridge  over  the  Mill  River  was  started  by  Petruzzi- 
Forrester,  Inc.  on  October  3,  1988  and  the  road  was  reopened  to  traffic  on 
November  10,  1988  with  project  95%  completed.  Total  State  funds  alloted  is 
$151,060.00.  Town  of  Mendon  costs  for  bridge  design  and  engineering  fees  to 
date  $20,000.00.

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REPORT  OF  LIBRARIAN 


To  the  Trustees  of  Taft  Public  Library: 

The  circulation  of  materials  for  1988  (277)  days  was  6328.  Circulation  by 
classes  was  as  follows:  fiction  2501;  magazines  990;  juvenile  1542;  biography  121; 
history  and  travel  307;  literature  and  fine  arts  176;  science  and  useful  arts  282; 
tapes  178;  all  other  231. 

During  the  year,  764  new  books  were  added.  After  the  start  of  the  fiscal  year, 
we  expanded  our  hours  to  Monday  through  Thursday,  1:30-8:00  and  Saturday 
10:00-2:00.  We  have  had  monthly  story  hours  for  young  children,  led  by  our 
aide  Miss  Amy  Butcher. 

We  continue  to  avail  ourselves  of  the  services  of  the  Central  Massachusetts 
Regional  Library.  The  bookmobile  comes  every  eight  weeks,  the  Large  Print  van 
brings  a  collection  of  large  print  books  every  six  weeks,  and  the  van  brings  tapes 
and  interlibrary  loan  materials  weekly. 

We  have  in  the  library  for  loan  to  our  patrons  a  movie  projector  and  screen  as 
well  as  a  Polaroid  camera.  We  also  have  a  TV  and  VCR  for  use  in  the  library. 

During  school  vacations,  we  have  had  in  the  library,  for  our  patrons  use,  an 
Apple  computer  with  a  printer  and  variety  of  software.  This  is  through  the  cour¬ 
tesy  of  the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District  and  Mrs.  Cynthia  Donatelli. 

We  wish  to  express  our  gratitude  to  our  very  able  Librarian’s  Assistants,  Mrs. 
Lauren  Cullen,  Mrs.  Kay  Holmes  and  Mrs.  Rosamond  Heglund  and  our  Librarian’s 
Aides,  Misses  Amy  Butcher  and  Risa  Eldridge.

REPORT  OF  LIBRARY  TRUSTEES 

An  open  house  was  held  on  April  30,  providing  interested  residents  with  an 
opportunity  to  view  the  interior  renovations  of  Taft  Public  Library,  which  were 
completed  following  two  years  of  work.  The  renovations  included  the  complete 
rehabilitation  of  the  lower  level,  which  now  houses  a  local  history,  genealogical 
and  research  section;  an  office  for  the  librarian;  the  library’s  original  collection  of 
books;  and  a  meeting  area  that  can  be  used  by  townspeople.  On  the  upper  level, 
adult  fiction  and  nonfiction  and  reference  materials  were  rearranged,  creating  an 
expanded  children’s  area  in  the  front  section  of  the  building. 

Later  in  the  spring,  landscaping  around  the  library,  the  planting  of  new  shrubs 
along  the  front  of  the  building  and  the  construction  of  a  stockade  fence  to  screen 
the  facility’s  air-conditioning  unit,  was  completed. 

Following  approval  from  voters  at  a  special  town  meeting  in  the  summer,  the 
sidewalk  to  the  front  steps  of  the  library  was  widened  and  parking  spaces  for 
library  patrons  were  painted  on  the  resurfaced  parking  lot  at  the  side  of  the  build¬ 
ing.  In  addition,  voters  approved  the  installation  of  a  new  sidewalk  in  front  of  the 
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library  along  Main  Street.  Granite  curbing  was  placed  along  the  edge  of  that  side¬ 
walk  and  around  the  south  side  of  the  building,  separating  the  lawn  from  the 
parking  area. 

The  library’s  expanded  hours,  Monday  through  Thursday  from  1:30  p.m.  to 
8:00  p.m.  and  Saturday  from  10:00  a.m.  to  2:00  p.m.,  were  started  in  the  fall. 

Two  new  library  assistants,  Rosamund  Heglund  and  Kay  Holmes,  were  hired 
to  help  with  the  increased  workload.  An  additional  library  aide,  Risa  Eldridge,  was 
hired  to  cover  the  dinner  hour  each  weekday  and  Amy  Butcher  was  hired  to  replace 
Donna  Pironti  as  an  aide.  There  are  now  five  people  working  part  time  on  the 
library  staff. 

Librarian  Lorna  Rhodes  is  using  the  Apple  computer,  given  to  the  library  by  the 
school  system,  to  handle  the  ordering  and  listing  of  all  new  books. 

A  monthly  story  hour  for  children  age  four  through  eight  on  Saturday  mornings 
was  started.

REPORT  OF  SELECTMEN 

1988  was  a  productive  year  for  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  resulting  in  considerable 
changes. 

1.  We  appointed  two  new  members  to  serve  on  the  Conservation  Commission,  in¬ 
creasing  the  Board  from  five  to  seven  members. 

2.  The  Board  held  a  public  hearing  to  review  a  proposed  new  Earth  Removal  By¬ 
law.  The  Board  adopted  it  as  their  policy  and  sponsored  the  Bylaw  as  an 
article  on  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  and  it  was  approved  by  a  majority 
vote.

5.  Due  to  the  additional  work  load,  resulting  from  the  steady  growth  in  our  town, 
we  have  reorganized  our  town  hall  staff.  The  Selectmen’s  secretary  who  served 
as  part-time  Town  Accountant,  Board  of  Health  Clerk,  Water  Dept.  Clerk  is 
now  the  full-time  Town  Accountant.  The  Clerk  II  who  was  responsible  for 
performing  various  tasks  for  the  B.O.S.  Office,  Tax  Treasurer/Collector’s 
Office  as  well  as  other  town  departments  is  now  Selectmen’s  secretary.  The 
Building  Department  and  Board  of  Assessor’s  Clerk  is  now  full-time  Assessor’s 
clerk.  A  new  person  was  hired  as  Building  Dept.,  Board  of  Health,  Planning 
Board  and  Water  Department  Clerk. 

6.  The  Computer  Study  Committee  recommended  the  purchase  of  the  Arlington 
Trust  Municipal  Turnkey  System.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  awarded  the  com¬ 
puter  system  contract  to  Arlington  Trust  and  the  system  was  installed  the  first 
week  of  July  1988.  Currently,  the  system  is  effectively  functioning  in  the 
Assessor’s,  Treasurer/Collector’s  and  Accountant’s  Departments. 

7.  We  realize  the  elderly  are  one  of  the  greatest  assets  to  our  community;  there¬ 
fore,  we  endorsed  the  recommendation  to  increase  the  COA  Coordinator’s 
hours  to  28  per  week  in  order  that  more  time  and  service  can  be  given  to  our 
senior  citizens. 

8.  The  Board  has  been  aware  of  numerous  lighting  deficiences  throughout  town. 
We  have  continued  to  improve  lighting  on  our  roads  to  ensure  a  maximum 
degree  of  safety  for  our  residents. 
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9.  We  contracted  Conway  School  of  Design  to  draw  up  schematic  designs  for  a 
new  highway  facility  on  town-owned  land  on  Providence  Street. 

10.  Due  to  a  town  boundary  dispute,  and  after  several  unsuccessful  attempts  to 
resolve  the  matter,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  compelled  to  enter  into  litiga¬ 
tion.  The  issue  is  still  pending,  but  with  the  cooperation  of  the  state  and 
county,  in  conjunction  with  our  special  counsel  and  town  counsel,  the  Board 
expects  a  favorable  resolution. 

11.  Due  to  a  vacancy  created  on  the  police  force,  the  Board  appointed  William 
McClintock  as  a  full-time  police  officer. 

12.  We  awarded  a  contract  to  John  J.  Petruzzi-Wm  Forrester,  Inc.  to  reconstruct 
the  bridge  over  Mill  River  located  on  Hartford  Avenue  East. 

13.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  was  honored  to  participate  in  the  “All  America  Spirit 
Day”  honoring  the  Blackstone  Valley  as  an  All  America  City  Finalist.  It  was  a 
special  occasion  for  the  Town  of  Mendon,  as  we  were  the  first  Blackstone 
Valley  Town. 

14.  As  a  small  token  of  appreciation,  plaques  were  presented  to:  B.  Joyce  Gilmore, 
Health  Agent,  Wesley  Shattuck,  Fire  Chief  and  Francis  Irons,  Highway  Sur¬ 
veyor.  As  dedicated  employees  to  the  Town  for  many  years,  they  will  be  sadly 
missed.  We  wish  them  much  success  and  good  fortune  in  their  future  endeavors. 

15.  We  voted  to  adopt  a  “Designer  Selection  Committee”  for  the  purpose  of 
recommending  to  the  Board,  architectural  firms  to  design  a  highway  and  police 
facility. 

16.  We  met  with  Marie  Parente,  (D.,  Milford)  Mendon’s  new  State  Representa¬ 
tive.  She  enthusiastically  pledged  her  assistance  and  strong  support  to  help 
resolve  some  of  the  pressing  needs  of  our  town. 

17.  We  signed  an  agreement  with  EOCD  for  a  three  year  state  grant  to  hire  an 
executive  secretary  who  will  be  a  chief  administrative  officer  under  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Board. 

18.  The  Board  voted  its  approval  to  install  a  new  Fire  Department  radio  dispatch¬ 
ing  system  which  will  increase  communication  efficiency. 

19.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  changed  insurance  companies  for  Worker’s  Compensa¬ 
tion  and  Automotive  Property  and  Casualty.  This  change  resulted  in  a  sig¬ 
nificant  savings  to  the  town  in  insurance  premiums  and  the  opportunity  for 
the  town  to  receive  respectable  dividends  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Massachusetts 
Interlocal  Insurance  Association  is  our  new  carrier  for  these  coverages.  The 
Board  anticipates  further  changes  in  1989  for  Liability,  Town  Building  Insur¬ 
ance  and  Accident/Disability  Insurance  coverage  to  further  reduce  these 
expenses. 

20.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  has  taken  steps  to  upgrade  the  electrical  service  to  the 
Town  Hall  and  Fire  Barn  to  meet  code  and  to  ensure  the  safety  of  our  town 
assets. 

21.  The  Board  of  Selectmen,  in  conjunction  with  the  Town  Library  and  Highway 
Surveyor,  supported  improvements  to  the  access  area  and  parking  area  between 
Town  Hall  and  the  Library.  These  improvements  will  enhance  the  safety  of  the 
area  for  visitors  to  the  Library  and  Town  Hall. 
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22.  As  a  result  of  a  road  widening  project  in  front  of  the  Library,  intermittent 
phone  service  problems  in  the  Town  Hall,  due  to  underground  wiring,  as  well 
as  a  hazardous  situation  with  electrical  cables  directly  in  front  of  the  Town 
Hall,  changes  in  the  routing  of  the  overhead  utilities  will  be  made.  Selectmen 
are  working  with  town  officials  and  the  utility  company  to  correct  the  situa¬ 
tion.  The  Board  would  like  to  thank  Massachusetts  Cablevision  for  relocating 
our  fire  lines  during  the  project. 

To  our  staff,  we  would  like  to  extend  our  gratitude  for  your  helpful  coopera¬ 
tion;  to  town  departments,  commissions  and  committees,  we  express  our  deep 
appreciation  for  your  dedication;  and  especially  to  the  citizens  of  our  town,  we 
thank  you  for  the  privilege  to  serve  you  during  the  year.

The  Mendon  Town  Beach  opened  its  gates  for  the  1988  season  on  June  18. 
Due  to  the  remaining  limited  funds  for  the  1987  fiscal  year  the  beach  had  only 
enough  money  to  staff  guards  from  12:00  -  4:30  on  weekdays  and  12:00  -  5:00 
on  weekends. 

Thanks  to  the  Highway  Department  approximately  five  loads  of  sand  were 
spread  on  the  two  beaches  and  the  weeds  were  turned  and  grades  with  a  loader. 

Swimming  lessons  were  once  again  the  center  of  all  activity  at  the  beach.  Two 
three  week  sessions  were  offered.  Session  A  began  July  5  following  registration 
between  June  26  and  28.  Session  B  began  on  August  1  following  a  registration 
period  on  July  25  and  26.  It  was  necessary  to  limit  registration  to  Mendon  resi¬ 
dents  only  due  to  a  shortage  of  guards  and  widespread  interest.  A  two  dollar  fee 
was  charged  to  each  student  to  cover  Red  Cross  fees.  A  total  of  122  children 
were  enrolled  in  Session  A  swimming  lessons.  The  following  number  of  children 
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were  in  each  class;  tots,  15;  first  beginner,  30;  second  beginner,  29;  advanced 
beginner,  14;  intermediates,  9;  swimmers,  18;  basic  rescue,  7.  A  total  of  96 
children  were  enrolled  in  Session  B  swimming  lessons.  The  following  number  of 
children  were  in  each  class;  tots,  12;  first  beginner,  17;  second  beginner,  21;  ad¬ 
vanced  beginner,  14;  intermediates,  10;  swimmer,  14;  advanced  lifesaving,  8. 

Swimming  lessons  were  scheduled  to  allow  tots,  first  beginners  and  second 
beginners  to  have  half  hour  classes  on  Monday,  Wednesday  and  Friday.  Ad¬ 
vanced  beginner,  intermediates  and  swimmers  were  scheduled  for  forty  five 
minute  classes  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday.  The  basic  rescue  and  advanced  life¬ 
saving  classes  varied  according  to  need.  Swimming  lessons  were  a  success  with 
many  parents  complimenting  the  ability  and  patience  of  the  instructors.  The 
swimming  lesson  schedule  was  also  given  many  positive  comments. 

When  the  new  fiscal  year  began  the  beach  extended  its  hours  to  7  p.m.  Swim¬ 
ming  lessons  were  held  on  weekdays  from  9:00  A.M.  to  12:00  and  recreational 
swimming  was  allowed  from  12:00  to  7:00  p.m.  On  weekends  the  beach  was 
open  from  12:00  to  7:00  p.m.  for  recreational  swimming.  Many  more  people 
visited  the  beach  throughout  the  day,  but,  at  seven  p.m.  many  were  reluctant  to 
leave  and  expressed  the  desire  for  the  beach  to  remain  open  until  eight  o’clock. 
Due  to  the  already  long  shifts  which  the  guards  were  working,  and  the  small 
number  of  guards,  the  extension  of  hours  was  impossible. 

On  Independence  Day  the  beach  was  open  from  9:00  a.m.  to  7:00  p.m.  and 
many  people  came  to  spend  part  of  the  day. 

In  conjunction  with  swimming  lessons  many  other  activities  were  scheduled 
at  the  beach.  Each  of  them  was  a  success  in  themself.  Three  completely  new 
activities  were  added  to  the  familiar  list,  a  campfire  and  smores  roast,  an  old 
fashioned  picnic  and  a  kids’  dance  workshop.  These  three  activities  had  some  of 
the  best  participation  and  are  highly  recommended  for  inclusion  in  future  sum¬ 
mer  activity  lists.

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The  entire  summer  ran  relatively  smooth,  save  a  few  scheduling  problems  due 
to  a  shortage  of  guards.  Each  employee  realized  the  importance  of  his  or  her 
presence  at  the  beach  daily.  Swimming  lessons  were  taken  on  with  enthusiasm, 
and  complaints  from  the  staff  were  few  and  far  between.  Early  on  in  the  summer 
a  chore  schedule  was  established.  Chores  were  kept  track  of  on  a  schedule  and 
were  rotated  daily.  The  chores  were  done  in  the  mornings  before  the  beginning 
of  lessons  and  when  the  guards  had  no  lessons  to  teach.  This  routine  achived  and 
equality  of  chores  per  guard  and  relieved  some  pressure  from  the  guards  closing 
the  beach  at  night  after  having  already  put  in  an  entire  days  work. 

In  addition  to  the  chores  which  were  performed  daily  other  work  was 
assigned  to  be  completed  when  either  few  people  were  at  the  beach  or  when  the 
weather  was  inclement.  Much  was  accomplished  in  this  manner  and  the  beach 
was  kept  in  relatively  good  order. 

I  must  commend  each  and  every  staff  member.  Although  some  possess  more 
ambition  and  motivation  than  others,  each  fulfilled  their  assigned  objectives. 

Nearing  the  end  of  the  season  the  Town  beach  closed  from  August  29 
through  September  1,  but  reopened  September  2  through  4  for  the  Labor  Day 
weekend,  concluding  the  summer  of  88. 


1988  BEACH  REPORT  -  SUPPLEMENT 

The  Mendon  Town  Beach  has  closed  its  gates  following  another  extremely 
successful  summer.  A  few  items  may  be  pertinent  to  future  planning  involving 
the  Beach. 

It  should  be  noted  that  the  Town  has  been  undergoing  a  steady  amount  of 
growth.  This  growth  is  reflected  in  many  characteristics  of  the  Town  including 
business,  organizations,  private  development,  and  family  units.  Unfortunately, 
although  the  Town  has  seen  expansion  and  development  the  Town  Beach 
has  not. 

Over  the  course  of  the  summer  it  has  been  noted  that  the  beach  is  most 
commonly  frequented  by  young  families  often  having  a  number  of  children. 
These  families  enjoy  the  immediacy  of  this  recreational  area  and  enjoy  introduc¬ 
ing  their  children  to  summer  recreational  activities:  water,  sun,  sand.  When  these 
families  do  not  come  to  the  beach  the  children  will  often  spend  the  day  in  the 
house  and  often  in  front  of  the  television.  Although  we  often  criticize  the  rear¬ 
ing  of  children  today,  we  often  do  little  when  we  have  the  opportunity  to 
contribute. 

Community  responsibility  involves  providing  an  environment  where  these 
children  may  play  together,  learn  together  and  grow  together.  In  this  type  of 
environment  not  only  children  realize  growth  together,  but  adults  also  experi¬ 
ence  a  similar  growth.  The  relaxed  environment  allows  for  parents  to  enjoy  the 
vitality  of  their  children.  It  removes  the  children  from  exposure  to  graphic  vio- 
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lence  and  language.  In  an  age  when  the  family  is  not  stressed  enough  providing 
such  resources  seem  to  be  the  responsibility  of  the  community. 

Vital  communities  often  get  caught  up  in  new  development  and  experiment. 
It  may  be  necessary  to  take  a  step  away,  to  reflect,  to  gain  a  clear  perspective. 
It  may  be  time  that  a  significant  amount  of  consideration  be  given  to  existing 
resources  before  these  resources  are  lost. 


REPORT  OF  HISTORICAL  COMMISSION

The  Mendon  Historical  Commission’s  activities  during  the  FY  88/89  are  as 
follows: 

—  Applied  and  received  a  $10,000.  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission  Sur¬ 
vey  and  Planning  Grant.  The  project  is  funded  with  the  assistance  of  a 
matching  grant-in-aid  from  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  National  Park 
Service,  through  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission,  Secretary  of 
State,  Michael  Joseph  Connolly,  Chairman,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
National  Historic  Preservation  Act  of  1966.  The  grant  will  pay  for  a  cul¬ 
tural  and  historic  resource  survey  of  Mendon’s  significant  areas,  buildings, 
monuments,  archeological  sites,  burial  grounds,  structures,  streetscapes 
and  parks  and  landscapes.  The  grant  will  allow  Mendon  to  study,  plan  and 
propose  any  area  deemed  qualified  for  a  local  historic  district. 

—  Developed  in  conjunction  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Conservation 
Commission  an  educational  pamphlet  entitled  “Preserving  Mendon’s 
Character  —  A  Road  to  the  Town’s  Future.” 

—  Sponsored  the  Scenic  Roads  Act  by-law  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 
Also  nominated  the  Town’s  best  scenic  roads  —  Gaskill  Street,  George 
Street,  North  Avenue,  Miscoe  Road,  Quisset  Road,  Thayer  Road,  and 
Trask  Road.  All  were  passed  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

—  Work  in  conjunction  with  the  ZBA  to  resolve  a  special  permit  application 
for  the  Tavern,  2-4  Main  Street.  The  intent  was  to  protect  the  architectural 
and  landscape  components  of  the  property  during  the  change  of  use. 

—  In  conjunction  with  the  Parks  Department  and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  re¬ 
solved  the  Bicknell  Cemetery’s  maintenance  problem.  The  cemetery  is 
located  on  East  Hartford  Avenue. 
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—  Continuing  the  independent  study  program  entitled  “Local  Historic  Re¬ 
sources”  the  Commission  and  two  high  school  students,  Bill  Simmons  and 
Jim  Wallent  are  developing  the  following: 

—  an  overview  of  the  chronological  development  of  Mendon’s  Zoning 
By-Laws. 

—  primary  research  study  of  the  Town  transportation  system. 

—  As  part  of  the  continuing  study  of  the  Town’s  cemeteries,  the  Commission 
is  sponsoring  Jon  Ruhan,  native  son,  budding  archeologist/ anthropologist 
to  complete  the  documentation  of  the  Old  Cemetery  and  Pine  Hill  Ceme¬ 
tery.  A  by-product  of  the  work  is  to  develop  non-destructive  maintenance 
methods  for  upkeep  of  the  cemetery  grounds  and  integrate  the  material 
with  the  Park  Department’s  bidding  specifications. 

—  The  Commission  has  lent  support  to  the  regional  planning  efforts  of  the 
Blackstone  Valley  Heritage  Homecoming  Organization,  a  twelve  town 
effort  to  promote  environmentally  sensitive  economic  revitalization  in  the 
Blackstone  Valley.  The  Commission  has  directed  energies  toward  the 
Blackstone  River  Valley  National  Heritage  Corridor,  a  two  state,  ^com¬ 
munity  effort  to  integrate  the  Valley’s  strong  heritage  with  needed  eco¬ 
nomic  development 

The  quality  of  environments  affects  Mendon’s  citizens  in  large  and  measur¬ 
able  ways,  and  people  affect  their  environments  as  significantly.  The  Historical 
Commission’s  activities  suggest  the  challenge  is  to  recognize  the  interdependence 
with  our  environment,  both  natural  and  man-made,  and  to  have  all  Town  citizens 
make  educated  choices  about  the  kind  of  effect  we  will  have  on  the  community 
we  inhabit. 

The  Historical  Commission  is  pleased  with  last  year’s  accomplishments  and 
would  like  to  thank  all  the  Town’s  citizens  for  their  support.

Box  No.  421 
Mendon  Country  Gift  Barn,  and  Box  No.  451  Jessie  White  Inc.  We  have  intro¬ 
duced  the  Supra  Rapid  Entry  System  in  several  of  our  businesses  and  local 
churches  in  Town.  Supra  fire  boxes  give  us  a  rapid  entry  capability  that  means 
better  efficiency  for  us  and  better  fire  protection  for  the  community. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  all  the  Town  departments  for 
working  so  well  with  the  Fire  Department.  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of 
the  Fire  Department  for  their  dedication  and  support. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  fine  people  of  Mendon  for  their  support  in  Fire  Pre¬ 
vention. 

We  will  continue  to  train  our  men  with  The  Massachusetts  Firefighting 
Academy  to  keep  them  updated  on  all  new  firefighting  techniques. 
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The  Fire  Department  is  getting  crammed  for  space,  and  the  need  for  new 
equipment  is  essential.  As  in  the  past,  this  office  has  recommended  that  two 
permanent  men  be  added  to  the  department  for  coverage  between  the  hours  of 
8:00  A.M.  and  4:00  P.M.  With  the  two  permanent  men  and  the  call  men  we  now 
have,  the  Citizens  of  Mendon  would  be  better  served  and  protected. 

We  would  like  to  wish  former  Chief  Wesley  Shattuck  good  health  and  happi¬ 
ness  in  his  retirement. 

We  would  like  to  wish  former  firefighter  Ellery  Taft  good  health  and  happi¬ 
ness  in  his  retirement.

The  squad  is  made  up  of 
2  police  women  and  our  Sergeant.  This  Squad  will  automatically  be  activated 
whenever  these  types  of  crimes  are  reported. 
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The  Mendon  Police  entered  into  a  Mutual  Aid  agreement  with  1 1  surrounding 
towns  to  form  the  South  County  Task  Force.  This  Force  was  set  up  to  combat 
drug  abuse  in  our  community.  The  Force  is  also  used  to  investigate  other  crimes 
and  to  give  the  participating  towns  much  more  surveillance  and  information.  We 
have  already  begun  to  make  a  difference,  getting  drugs  out  of  our  Town.  We 
have  made  numerous  drug  arrests  and  solved  other  major  crimes  through  the 
cooperation  of  these  towns  working  together. 

All  officers  qualified  with  their  service  weapons  at  least  once  during  the  year. 
They  received  their  training  through  Officer  Michael  Sutton,  a  certified  training 
instructor  of  the  MCJTC. 

All  officers  received  training  in  First  Aid  and  CPR.  This  instruction  was  given 
by  Officer  Ernie  Horn  of  the  Mendon  Police.

REPORT  OF  MENDON  CABLE  TELEVISION  COMMISSION 

During  1988  Massachusetts  Cablevision  Systems  has  expanded  its  system  in 
the  Town  of  Mendon.  This  is  a  result  of  ongoing  negotiations  between  Mass. 
Cablevision  Systems  and  the  Mendon  CATV  Commissioner.  These  negotiations 
will  continue  until  every  resident  of  Mendon  has  the  opportunity  to  subscribe  to 
Mendon  CATV  service. 

This  year  residents  on  extremities  of  Northbridge  Road,  Millville  Street,  and 
Blackstone  Street  can  now  subscribe  to  cable  service.  Other  areas  where  the  sys¬ 
tem  was  expanded  are  Asylum  Street  and  Park  Street.  Also,  all  new  sub-divisions 
under  construction  will  include  CATV  service. 

Other  service  changes  that  have  resulted  through  our  negotiations,  were  the 
expansion  of  the  Nickelodeon  and  Arts  &  Entertainment  channels  from  twelve 
hours  to  twenty-four  hours.  Also,  the  addition  of  the  Cable  Video  Store  service. 
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Several  classes  were  held  for  residents  who  are  interested  in  local  production 
of  cable  programs.  As  you  know,  Mendon  residence  have  access  rights  to  por¬ 
table  equipment  (cameras,  recorders,  lighting,  van,  etc.)  and  the  studio  located  in 
Bellingham  (studio,  editing  equipment,  etc.). 

A  special  thanks  to  Massachusetts  Cablevision  Systems  for  relocating  our  fire 
lines  during  pole  relocations  this  year. 

We  will  continue  to  work  with  Massachusetts  Cablevision  Systems  to  expand 
the  system  throughout  all  of  Mendon,  to  improve  programming  and  local  services.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

The  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals  heard  11  petitions  in  1988.  Seven  were 
granted  and  three  were  denied.

Anyone  is  welcome  to  attend 
and  will  have  an  opportunity  to  speak.

The  Commission  submitted  two  articles  at  the  annual  town  meeting  in 
May.  Both  received  strong  voter  approval.  One  was  for  the  creation  of  a  land 
bank  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  land  for  future  municipal  uses,  open  space, 
affordable  housing,  environmental  needs,  and  historic  sites.  The  second  article 
requires  that  the  town  be  reimbursed  by  the  building  applicant  for  any  funds 
expended  by  the  Conservation  Commission  for  engineering  consultation.  This 
would  apply  when  professional  engineering  experts  are  required  in  carrying  out 
duties  in  implementing  the  Wetlands  Protection  Act.  Both  articles  are  now  town 
by-laws. 

The  Commission  conducted  its  seventeenth  annual  town  cleanup  on  April 
9,  1988.  Volunteers  picked  up  roadside  litter  in  the  morning,  and  at  noon  they 
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were  treated  to  a  lunch  of  hamburgers,  hot  dogs,  and  soda  by  the  Mendon  Lions 
Club.  The  Commission  extends  its  appreciation  to  the  organizations  and 
individuals  who  helped  out  including  the  Lions  Club,  Kimball  Trucking,  Miscoe 
Beverage  Company,  the  Mendon  Police  Department,  Nunes  Trucking  Company, 
Richard  Schmitt  Plumbing,  and  Duane  Nelson. 

Aquatic  Control  Technology  of  Northboro  continued  its  annual  weed 
maintenance  program  at  Lake  Nipmuc  in  June.  The  Town  Beach  and  other  areas 
were  chemically  treated  with  herbicides  approved  by  the  E.P.A. 

The  Commission  worked  with  the  Community  Playground  Committee 
headed  by  Donna  Lapsley  in  transferring  a  small  parcel  of  conservation  land  at 
Nipmuc  Woods  for  recreation  purposes.  A  parcel  one  hundred  twenty  feet  by  one 
hundred  forty  feet  (3/8  acre)  was  transferred  to  the  management  of  the  Park 
Department  at  a  special  town  meeting  on  June  27,  1988.  A  new  multi-activity 
playground  is  planned  for  the  site  which  is  adjacent  to  Memorial  Field, 

In  response  to  a  complaint  filed  by  Elizabeth  Barbour  and  Alfred  Lee,  the 
Commission  worked  with  the  Department  of  Environmental  Quality  Engineering 
on  a  study  of  an  outlet  brook  on  Lake  Nipmuc.  The  D.E.Q.E.  has  taken  several 
water  samples  near  Park  Street  and  Route  16  for  analysis. 

On  October  15,  1988,  Mitch  Kihn  of  the  New  England  Forestry 
Foundation  led  a  tour  of  the  Mendon  Town  Forest  in  honor  of  Massachusetts 
Forest  Products  Week.  A  group  of  twenty-five  people  walked  along  old  cart  paths 
to  learn  about  the  fire  tower,  old  foundations,  a  mill  site,  stone  culverts  and  recent 
timber  operations.  As  a  follow-up,  Rexford  Baker,  a  forest  consultant  is  working 
with  the  Commission  and  some  sixth  graders  from  Miscoe  Hill  Middle  School  in 
planning  some  long-range  uses  for  the  forest. 

The  Commission's  membership  was  expanded  from  five  to  seven  due  to 
the  workload  required  by  the  town's  rapid  building  growth.  Kevin  Rudden  and 
Susan  Robertson  were  appointed  as  new  members.  Each  member  of  the 
Commission  served  in  a  leadership  capacity  for  one  of  the  required  duties:  Dean 
Weigers  -  botanist,  Susan  Robertson  -  Land  Bank,  Nancy  Robertson  -  Town 
Forest,  Kevin  Rudden  -  Community  Playground,  James  Kirkpatrick  -  state  grants 
and  by-law  research,  Richard  Grady  -  Nipmuc  Woods  and  secretary,  and  Ian 
Denton  -  chairman.

The  school  year  1987-88  started  on  August  21,  1987  and  concluded  on  June 
8,  1988.  Eight  hundred  and  fifty -four  (854)  young  men  and  women  from  the 
thirteen  member  towns  completed  one  hundred  and  eighty  (180)  school  days. 
Each  student  participated  in  990  hours  of  formal  academic  instruction  and 
vocational/ technical  training.  The  dual  education  program  consists  of  a  struc¬ 
tured  academic  curriculum  —  English,  math,  science,  social  studies,  physical 
education  and  business  subjects  —  and  specialized  vocational/technical  training 
in  fifteen  programs  —  Air  Conditioning/Refrigeration,  Auto  Body,  Auto  Tech¬ 
nology,  Carpentry,  Computer  Information  Processing,  Culinary  Arts,  Drafting,

Electrical,  Electronics,  Graphic  Arts,  Health  Services,  Machine  Shop,  Metal 
Fabrication  Painting  &  Decorating,  Plumbing.  Each  school  day  consisted  of  five 
and  one-half  (5J/4)  hours  of  either  classroom  study  or  vocational/ technical  train¬ 
ing  from  7:55  A.M.  to  2:00  P.M.  Students  were  engaged  in  academic  study  or 
occupational  preparation  on  alternate  two-week  cycles. 

In  addition  to  regular  education,  students  in  need  of  special  support  received 
special  education  services  as  prescribed  in  their  individual  education  plans.  Some 
one  hundred  and  seventy-one  (171)  students  received  assistance  to  overcome 
learning  impediments.  Most  were  ’’mainstreamed”  or  integrated  into  regular 
classes  as  they  overcame  educational  deficiencies. 

The  unique  COOPERATIVE  EDUCATION  PROGRAM  provided  on-the-job 
experience  for  one  hundred  and  thirty  (130)  seniors.  This  program  is  made 
available  to  seniors  who  are  vocationally/technically  proficient,  have  earned 
passing  grades  in  all  academic  subjects,  have  maintained  high  attendance  and 
demonstrated  exemplary  personal  responsibility.  The  program  serves  as  an  incen¬ 
tive  and  an  opportunity  to  experience  “the  real  world  of  work”  before  gradua¬ 
tion.  Students  apply  their  knowledge  and  skills  in  their  field  of  expertise. 

Over  ninety  (90)  employers  participated  in  the  “partnership”  by  providing 
gainful  employment  and  training  for  young  people.  The  joint  venture  is  a  classic 
example  of  linking  education  and  private  enterprise,  the  purpose  of  which  is  to 
engage  young  people  in  purposeful  endeavor  that  is  directly  related  to  their 
educational  activities.  Through  COOPERATIVE  EDUCATION  students  acquire 
experience  from  which  they  can  make  sound  judgments  in  pursuit  of  careers; 
employers  benefit  in  that  competent  young  people  are  infused  into  the  regional 
economy.

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Program  of  Studies 


The  Program  of  Studies  at  “Blackstone  Valley  Tech”  combines  academic 
study  and  specialized  training  in  a  vocational/ technical  field.  The  dual  program 
of  education  aims  at  developing  individual  talent  throughout  the  four  years  of 
high  school.  Each  of  the  four  years  provides  a  sequentially  arranged  core  of 
academic  subjects  that  successively  advance  personal  knowledge  and  comple¬ 
ments  standards  of  vocational/ technical  preparation.  Computerized  scheduling 
permits  extensive  individualized  academic  programming  and  self-development  in 
a  continuous  progressive  manner.  The  general  educational  concept  is  organized 
as  follows:

Extra-Curricular 

The  “Valley  Tech  Beavers”  competed  with  interscholastic  teams  representing: 
cross-country,  soccer,  basketball,  baseball,  softball,  and  track/field.  A  cheerlead¬ 
ing  team  also  represented  the  student  body  during  the  winter  basketball  season. 
One  hundred  and  forty-four  (144)  boys  and  girls  participated  in  the  sports  pro¬ 
gram  at  the  junior  varsity  and  varsity  levels  during  the  school  year.  The  baseball 
team  qualified  for  District  III  competition  in  the  spring.  Both  the  cross-country 
and  track/field  teams  continued  their  winning  tradition. 

Each  of  the  upper  three  classes  were  represented  by  elected  class  officers  who 
along  with  faculty  advisors  provided  experience  in  leadership.  Two  major  blood 
drives  were  conducted  by  the  junior  class  resulting  in  supplying  over  200  pints  of 
blood  for  the  American  Red  Cross.  Students  were  engaged  in  drives  to  procure 
donations  for  needy  families  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas.  Their  diligence 
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produced  $1,800  which  was  used  to  purchase  food  and  gifts  for  families  desper¬ 
ately  in  need. 

Approximately  seventy  (70)  members  of  the  Vocational  Industrial  Club  of 
America  participated  in  state  competition  where  they  displayed  their  talents  and 
skills  in  their  fields  of  specialty.  Metal  Fabrication  and  Air  Conditioning  compe¬ 
titors  won  gold  medals  which  distinguished  them  as  “best  in  the  state.” 

The  annual  Junior/Senior  Prom  held  at  the  Sheraton  Milford  Hotel  was 
attended  by  three  hundred  and  sixty  (360)  young  men  and  women.  From  every 
standpoint,  it  was  a  gala  and  very  successful  social  event. 


Extended  Facilities  Usage 

Citizens  of  the  vocational  regional  school  district  regularly  used  the  school’s 
facilities  and  services  throughout  the  year.  The  Three  Seasons  Restaurant,  open 
daily  from  10:00  A.M.  to  1:00  P.M.  was  patronized  extensively.  Both  the  Auto 
Body  and  Auto  Technology  programs  were  busy  servicing  and  repairing  vehicles 
registered  and  owned  by  citizens  of  the  vocational  regional  school  district. 
Graphic  Arts  produced  the  Senior  Yearbook  for  the  19th  year  as  well  as  printing 
various  and  sundry  forms,  booklets  and  the  student  literary  magazine,  BEAVER 
TALES. 

Evening  adult  training  programs  conducted  in  the  fall  and  spring  terms  served 
over  two  hundred  (200)  men  and  women.  Programs  were  conducted  in  areas  of 
auto  body,  cabinet-making,  machine  shop,  welding,  computers,  electrical,  elec¬ 
tronics,  computer  assisted  drafting  and  computerized  numerical  control.  The  48- 
hour  training  programs  were  operated  exclusively  with  funds  derived  from 
tuitions.  A  program  sponsored  and  paid-for  by  the  Associated  Builders  of 
America  trained  thirty-nine  men  and  women  in  the  fields  of  construction  super¬ 
vision  and  blueprint  interpretation. 

The  ASSET  PROGRAM,  a  unique  collaborative  venture  involving  the  Ford 
Motor  Company,  Quinsigamond  Community  College  and  the  Blackstone  Valley 
Vocational-Technical  School,  was  implemented.  Twenty-one  (21)  individuals, 
averaging  26  years  of  age,  enrolled  in  the  program  in  August  of  1987  in  pursuit 
of  an  Associate  Degree  in  Applied  Technology  from  Quinsigamond  Community 
College.  The  two-year  program  involves  technical  diagnostic  training,  academic 
study  and  on-the-job  training  at  cooperating  Ford/Mercury  dealerships.  Students 
pay  a  tuition  and  work  at  dealerships.  Vehicles  are  furnished  by  the  Ford  Motor 
Company.  As  of  this  report,  the  success  of  the  program  has  led  to  preparing  for 
enrolling  another  twenty  (20)  students  in  October  1988. 

During  the  months  of  July  and  August  1987  a  federally  sponsored  program 
served  fifty  (50)  disadvantaged  youths  (ages  14-16)  by  providing  them  with 
work-training  in  the  fields  of  graphic  arts,  food  services,  carpentry,  auto  body 
and  welding.  The  sponsoring  agency,  Worcester  Community  Action  Council, 
paid  the  young  people  to  attend  the  30-day  program  and  also  compensated  in¬ 
structors  and  supervision  for  services. 
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Celebration  of  Vocational  Education 


During  American  Education  Week,  November  16-20,  1987,  public  tours  of 
the  school  were  conducted  and  on  the  evening  of  November  18  an  Open  House 
was  held,  highlighted  by  a  very  successful  Educational  Fair  in  the  James  S. 
Mullaney  Memorial  Gymnasium.  Thirty-two  (32)  booths  depicting  academic 
offerings,  vocational/ technical  programs,  and  extracurricular  offerings,  were 
on  display.  Visitors  were  also  introduced  to  demonstrations  in  each  of  the 
vocational-technical  shops.  Approximately  three  thousand  (3000)  visitors  came 
to  see  and  learn  about  the  educational  delivery  system  provided  at  the  regional 
vocational-technical  school  in  Upton,  MA.  Several  private  companies  sponsored 
booths  which  offset  major  costs  for  the  event. 

Vocational  Education  Week  was  also  observed  February  7-13,  1988,  during 
which  various  activities  took  place,  including  a  dinner  meeting  of  the  Advisory 
Committees  on  February  10.  The  culminating  activity  focused  on  recognizing 
young  outstanding  vocational-technical  student  achievers  across  the  state. 
Twenty-five  (25)  young  men  and  women  were  honored  publicly  for  their  excel¬ 
lence  at  a  major  banquet  held  at  Mechanics  Hall  in  Worcester  on  Thursday, 
February  11,  1988.  Christopher  Barker,  a  senior  from  Grafton  specializing  in 
electronics,  received  special  recognition  as  one  of  the  five  best  vocational- 
technical  students  in  the  state.  An  exceptional  student,  Christopher’s  exemplary 
performance  and  superior  scholastic  achievement  was  certainly  well  deserved. 
He  brought  credit  to  his  family  and  school. 


M.G.L.  Chapter  188  (School  Improvement  Act) 

The  Commonwealth’s  School  Improvement  Act  provided  the  vocational 
regional  school  district  with  supplemental  funds.  Three  grants  were  received  and 
utilized  to  improve  quality  of  education. 

1.  Equal  Educational  Opportunity  Grant  -  $277,009.  Those  state  funds 
were  used  to  supplement  the  operation  budget  appropriations  designed 
specifically  for  instruction,  the  school  lunch  program  and  as  an  offset  for 
rising  insurance  costs.  The  school’s  eligibility  to  receive  the  funds  was 
based  on  the  fact  that  expenditures  per  pupil  at  Valley  Tech  were  below 
85%  of  the  average  expendture  per  pupil  statewide.  Each  of  the  regional 
district’s  member  towns  voted  to  permit  the  school  district  to  accept  the 
supplemental  funds. 

2.  School  Improvement  Council  Grant  —  $13,620.  Those  state  funds  were 
allocated  as  discretionary  funds  to  be  used  in  a  manner  designated  by  a 
formal  committee  composed  of  teachers,  students  and  parents  with  the 
school  principal  as  chairperson  of  the  committee.  The  funds  were  used  to 
purchase  duplicating  equipment,  a  Polaroid  ID  camera  system,  three  (3) 
Apple  Computers/Terminals,  expenses  associated  with  organization  of 
the  school’s  Alumni  Association,  and  laminates  for  the  ID  camera. 
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3.  Horace  Mann  Teacher  Grants  —  $8,527.  Several  teachers  applied  and 
were  appointed  after  submission  of  proposals  to  improve  or  develop  cur¬ 
riculum.  Compensation  ranged  from  $500  to  $2,500  grants  to  accom¬ 
plish  specific  tasks  during  the  school  year  that  met  goals/objectives  and 
were  substantiated  with  a  product  that  could  be  measured  and  imple¬ 
mented  in  the  school’s  delivery  system. 

4.  Massachusetts  Education  Assessment  Program  —  One  hundred  and  sixty- 
two  (162)  seniors  were  administered  the  state  mandated  tests  in  the  areas 
of  reading,  mathematics,  science  and  social  studies.  The  program  is  de¬ 
signed  to  permit  comparisons  of  student  achievement  among  schools  at 
the  national  and  state  levels.  Average  scores  for  comparison  of  high 
schools  in  Massachusetts  was  1300.  “Valley  Tech”  seniors  exceed  the 
state  average  in  each  content  area:  reading  —  1330;  mathematics  —  1320; 
science  -  1310;  social  studies  —  1330.  The  results  clearly  demonstrate 
that  the  Program  of  Studies  and  the  teaching  staff  provide  students  with 
an  outstanding  educational  delivery  system.  The  combination  of  a  strong 
relevant  academic  program  and  vocational-technical  preparation,  allows 
graduates  genuine  options  to  pursue  careers  in  furthering  their  education 
and/or  in  their  field  of  occupational  specialty. 


Facilities 

The  School  Committee  authorized  the  expenditure  of  funds  to  repair  roofs 
originally  built  in  1965  and  1970.  Costs  for  the  project  are  estimated  at 
$720,000.  Bids  will  be  sought  and  a  contract  will  be  awarded  subject  to  School 
Building  Assistance  Bureau  approval.  Plans  call  for  work  to  commence  in  late 
summer  or  early  fall  1988. 

With  the  supplemental  funds  of  E.E.O.G.,  the  School  Committee  was  able  to 
reallocate  operation  funds  and  thereby  authorized  the  employment  of  a  sixth 
member  to  the  custodial  staff.  In  so  doing,  an  additional  person  was  assigned  to 
maintain  school  grounds  and  associated  facilities.  A  remarkable  improvement  has 
transpired  as  a  result. 

The  senior  class  donated  monies  for  plantings  and  landscaping  which  signifi¬ 
cantly  improved  the  appearance  of  the  main  entrance  to  the  school. 

Curbing  throughout  paved  areas  was  repaired  and  replaced  during  the  spring. 
Damages,  from  snow  removal  and  plowing,  were  recovered  through  an  insurance 
settlement. 


Graduation  -  Class  of  1988 

The  Class  of  1988  held  an  indoor  graduation  in  the  James  S.  Mullaney  Mem¬ 
orial  Gymnasium  on  Saturday,  May  21,  1988.  Inclement  weather  prohibited  the 
planned  outdoor  ceremonies.

Dr.  Philip  D.  Vairo,  President  of  Worcester  State  College,  gave  a  stirring 
address.  His  remarks  extolled  the  quality  of  education  the  graduates  received.  He 
told  the  young  men  and  women  that  they  were  indeed  fortunate  to  have  experi¬ 
enced  an  education  which  truly  prepared  them  for  life  beyond  high  school.

In  addition  to  educational  scholarships,  the  Blackstone  Valley  Teachers 
Association  awarded  $5,787  to  twenty-eight  (28)  seniors  in  the  form  of  grants- 
in-aid  who  distinguished  themselves  in  their  vocational-technical  fields.  Letters 
of  credit  were  made  available  to  recipients  to  do  with  as  they  deemed  appropri¬ 
ate.  Other  recipients  of  vocational-technical  grant  awards  included:  The  Richard 
Westerberg  Memorial  Award  ($100)  to  Wayne  Taft  (Auto  Tech  —  Mendon);  The 
Matthew  Fleming  Memorial  Award  ($125  to  Scott  Lola  (Ind.  Maint.  —  Grafton) 
and  ($125)  to  Dennis  Pratt  (Ind.  Maint.  —  Bellingham);  The  Ester  McCormack 
Memorial  Award  ($100)  to  Tracey  Smith  (Culinary  Arts  —  Grafton);  and  The 
Warren  Communications  Award  ($100)  to  John  Kell  (Carpentry  —  Grafton). 
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Finally,  the  graduating  class  of  1 7 1  students  saw  157  young  people  gainfully 
employed  in  a  field  or  area  allied  to  their  field  of  training  on  Monday,  May  23, 


1988. 


District  Staff  &  Services 

The  Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Regional  School  District  during  the  school 
year  1987-88  employed:  68  teachers/instructors  (Academic  24,  special  educa¬ 
tion  5,  vocational  39);  8  auxiliary  professionals  (media  1,  counselors  3,  coordina¬ 
tors  3,  supervisor  1);  24  program  support  personnel  (5  teacher  aides,  2  school 
nurses,  11  cafeteria  workers,  2  matron/ custodian).  Full  year  staff  included:  6 
custodians,  3  secretaries,  1  facility  manager,  1  financial  coordinator,  1  student 
services  director,  1  assistant  director  and  1  superintendent-director. 

Student  transportation  (to  and  from  school)  was  provided  by  five  (5)  con¬ 
tracted  conveyors  which  serviced  22  different  bus  routes.  Late  afternoon  bus 
routes  used  four  buses  on  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays. 

One  excellent  vocational  instructor  of  nineteen  years  service,  John  Nydam, 
retired  from  his  assignment  as  Drafting  Program  Vocational  Training  Leader. 
Also  retiring  was  Winifred  Nydam  who  served  as  Student  Services  Secretary  since 
1970.  Both  will  be  missed. 

Once  again  the  VFW  Post  of  Millbury  recognized  two  professionals  from  the 
instructional  staff.  Mr.  Edward  Bracebridge,  Culinary  Arts  Vocational  Training 
Leader,  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Corbin,  English  Teacher,  were  selected  by  the  profes¬ 
sional  staff  as  distinguished  and  outstanding  teachers.  Both  were  honored  at 
ceremonies  January  9,  1988  held  at  Post  headquarters.  Each  received  a  distinc¬ 
tive  plaque  commemorating  their  educational  contributions  in  behalf  of  the 
students  they  serve. 


Conclusion 

The  school  year  1987-88,  from  every  aspect,  was  successful.  Perfection  in  the 
educational  delivery  system  continued  to  be  the  goal  we  all  sought.  Although 
not  attained,  we  are  pleased  with  the  positive  strides  made. 

We  confidently  report  that  programs,  academic  and  vocational-technical,  were 
conducted  in  accordance  with  the  highest  of  standards.  The  district  is  indeed 
fortunate  in  having  a  complement  of  personnel  who  discharge  their  responsibili¬ 
ties  and  duties  with  total  dedication.  The  investment  made  by  the  citizens  of  the 
thirteen  member  towns  has  been  paying  dividends  for  twenty-two  years.  Of  the 
32  comparable  vocation al-technical  school  districts  in  the  Commonwealth. 
Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Regional  School  District  ranks  31st  in  expendi¬ 
tures  per  pupil.  Nevertheless,  all  enrollees  receive  an  education  that  can  only  be 
described  as  excellent. 
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In  behalf  of  all  students,  those  who  have  graduated,  those  currently  enrolled 
and  those  who  will  attend,  we  express  our  genuine  thanks  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Blackstone  Valley  Vocational  Regional  School  District.  Without  their  support, 
financial  and  moral,  this  unique  institution  would  not  be  able  to  provide  the 
community  at-large  with  the  broad  range  of  educational  services  it  currently 
offers.

MENDON-UPTON  REGIONAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

To  the  Citizens  of  Mendon  and  Upton: 

The  last  five  years  have  been  spent  improving  the  quality  of  education  in  the 
Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District.  The  1988  school  year  has  seen  the  com¬ 
pletion  by  the  staff,  administration,  school  committee  and  community  members 
of  efforts  to  reach  the  goal  of  academic  excellence.  Curriculum  development,  im¬ 
provement  in  the  quality  of  student  life,  and  recognition  of  the  district’s  educa¬ 
tional  and  social  goals  for  its  students  were  major  focal  points. 

The  1988  school  year  set  a  positive  mark  reflecting  the  school  districts  growth. 
The  State  Assessment  tests  reflected  high  scores  in  all  of  the  areas  tested.  Students 
were  placed  in  the  highest  KOC  (Kind  of  Community)  academic  category.  This 
grouping  represented  the  highest  student  median  scores  tested  within  the  State 
of  Massachusetts.  Our  students  scored  within  that  range.  Standardized  test  scores 
(CTBS  and  Basic  Skills  Testing)  supported  the  State  Assessment  results. 

The  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  Class  Profile  of  1988  represented  one  of  the 
strongest  statistic  indicators  toward  achieving  our  goal  of  academic  excellence  in 
the  Mendon-Upton  Regional  School  District.  The  profile  indicated  that  74%  of  the 
1988  graduating  class  continued  to  further  their  education.  The  profile  breakdown 
identified  that  55%  of  the  students  attended  four-year  schools  while  19%  of  the 
class  attended  junior  college  or  specialty  schools.  This  profile  is  a  dramatic  change 
from  the  1982-1983  profile  which  indicated  55%  of  our  students  would  further 
their  education.  The  importance  of  these  statistics  supported  the  design  of  a  com¬ 
prehensive  high  school  that  meets  the  needs  of  its  student  body.  These  goals  could 
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only  have  been  reached  as  a  result  of  the  staffs  strong  dedication  to  instill  within 
our  students  high  academic  goals. 

One  of  the  major  activities  of  the  school  district  for  the  1988  school  year  was 
discussion  relative  to  the  recommendations  of  the  Building  Needs  Task  Force  who 
developed  a  capital  facility  plan  for  the  next  20  years.  This  committee  met  for  a 
period  of  three  years,  searching  through  a  multitude  of  information,  discussing 
future  district  facility  and  capital  improvement  needs.  In  October,  the  Building 
Needs  Task  Force  submitted  to  the  School  Committee  its  recommendations.  The 
highlights  are  as  follows: 

1.  A  new  high  school  facility  should  be  examined  at  a  future  date  if  secondary 
enrollment  increases  significantly. 

2.  Upgrading  and  cosmetic  work  of  all  facilities. 

3.  Roof  repairs  at  the  high  school  and  elementary  schools. 

4.  Boiler  upgrading  at  the  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School. 

5.  Renovation  of  the  high  school  auditorium. 

6.  Asbestos  removal  as  presented  in  the  asbestos  management  plan  conducted  by 
Certified  Engineering.  (State  mandated) 

This  information  will  be  presented  to  selectmen,  finance  committees  and  the 
public  during  the  1989  school  year. 

Students  at  Nipmuc  Regional  High  School  continued  with  their  FAST  Celebra¬ 
tion  (Faculty  and  Students  Working  Together)  by  attending  a  two-day  summer 
workshop.  As  a  result  of  their  training,  students  outlined  to  faculty  and  adminis¬ 
tration,  ideas  to  improve  the  quality  of  Nipmuc  school  life.  Each  group  identified 
specific  goals  and  have  met  with  their  respective  classes. 

A  major  in-service  goal  of  the  district  was  staff  training  in  the  STP  Model  (Strate¬ 
gy  for  Team  Planning).  This  provided  faculty  and  students  with  a  problem-solving 
model  which  enabled  them  to  actively  participate  in  the  decision-making  process 
of  the  school.  Currently,  fifty  staff  and  forty  students  have  been  trained  in  the 
STP  Workshop.  Plans  are  under  way  to  train  more  staff  members  during  the  1989 
school  year. 

The  last  five  years  reflect  times  of  transition  and  implementation  in  order  to 
reach  our  goals  of  academic  excellence,  improve  the  quality  of  education  and 
student  life.  Many  of  the  challenges  have  been  met,  but  new  ones  are  continually 
surfacing.  The  school’s  staff  and  school  committee  would  like  to  thank  the  com¬ 
munity  for  their  financial  and  moral  support.  We  look  to  improving  our  school 
programs  and  realize  our  vision  of  quality  education  is  a  continuous  process.  There¬ 
fore,  this  premise  does  not  allow  us  to  rest  on  our  laurels  but  challenges  us  to 
initiate  new  incentives  that  will  assist  in  our  search  for  excellence.
